Ike Blocked 
Summit, 
Soviet Says 


MOSCOW (UPI) — Nikita S. 
Khrushchev Monday accused 
President Eisenhower of blocking 
an immediate summit conference. 
The Soviet premier said he still 
wants a summit meeting and that 
he hopes the United Nations Gen- 
eral Assembly will ‘‘clear the 
path” for one. 

In a letter to British F_ime Min- 
ister Harold Macmillan delivered 
Sunday night and made public 
Monday, Khrushchev again 
charged that the United States 
wanted only to “justify the ag- 
gressive action of the U.S. and 
Great Britain in the Middle East” 
in putting troops in Lebanon and 
Jordan. 


CONDITIONS ‘IMPRACTICAL’ 


The conditions laid down by Ei- 
senhower on July 25 for a sum- 
mit meeting were impractical, 
said Khrushchev. 

But he added that Russia re- 
mains “profoundly convinced”’ 
that a “meeting of the heads of 
government . . . might lead to the 
most effective settlement.” 

Eisenhower had proposed a 
summit parley in the UN Secur- 
ity Council in which Security 
Council rules would apply. 
MEETING OF LEADERS 


Khrushchev repeated his call for 
a meeting of the chiefs of govern- 
ment of the United States, Rus- 
sia, Britain, France and India, 
with UN Secretary - General Dag 
Hammarskjold attending. 

The Eisenhower plan, he said, 
made it “‘definitely clear that the 
examination of the Near and Mi:- 
dle East situation would take place 
only in an ordinary meeting of 
the Security Council with all neg- 
ative aspects and shortcomings 
peculiar to it under its present 
composition.” 


U.S. PLAN 


The U.S. plan is understood to 
have been developed within the 
framework of ideas outlined by 
U.N. Secretary Gen. Dag Ham- 
maskjold last Friday. 

It would give the United Na- 
tions unprecedented responsibili- 
ties in the Middle East as an 
agency charged with stabilizing 
the situation long enough to bring 
into operation plans for economic 
development that would get at 
the basic causes of instability. 

If and when the United Nations 
proved able to set up an observer 
corps whose presence seemed 
capable of deterring outside in- 
terference in Lebanon, the United 
States would gladly withdraw its 
marines, the plan is believed to 
Say.

Newsman 
Threatened 


In Jefferson 


JEFFERSON (UPI)—A Jeffer- 
son, Ga., newspaperman said 
Monday he had received threats 
on his life from anonymous tele- 
phone callers because of petitions 
circulated protesting the Jackson 
County grand jury’s refusal to in- 
dict suspected bootleggers. 

The newsman, Tom Williams, of 
the Jackson Herald, said that 
some volunteer workers circulat- 
ing the petitions also were threat- 
ened. 

Williams had circulated the pe- 
titions in answer to a challenge 
from Jefferson City Court Judge 
Early Stark who questioned Wil- 
liams’ statement that Jackson 
County citizens were indignant 
over the grand jury’s actions. 

The newspaperman said nine 
petitions of the 18 circulated were 
signed by 135 citizens and he pre- 
sented them before the grand 
jury when it reconvened Monday 
morning. 

Williams said he felt he would 
have had many more signers if 
there had not been threats of re- 
taliation. 

The bootlegging suspects were 
arrested Aug. 1 by revenue agents 
acting under orders of Superior 
Court Judge Maylon Clinkscale, 
who had ordered them held with- 
out bond until. the grand jury met 
72 hours later. 

However, the prisoners were re- 
leased under bond by Judge Stark 
who transferred the cases to his 
city. court.

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Let's Get Ready 
To Pay the Price 


What we belatedly seek to create in 
this country is a true and coherent de- 
sign, or policy, for the problem of the 
Middle East in particular and for all for- 
eign relationships in general. 

On this, the day before the impor- 
tant U.N. General Assembly session in 
New York, it is important that we ex- 
amine ourselves. 


In Sir Winston Churchill’s “Grand 
Alliance,” he wrote of the period of vic- 
tory in 1945. He, seemingly, was the only 
pessimist of the time. He described the 
world of 1945 as follows: 


“We can now see the deadly hiatus 
which existed between the fading of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s strength and the growth 
of President Truman’s grip of the vast 
world problem. . . . The indispensable 
political direction was lacking at the mo- 
ment when it was most needed. The Unitcd 
States stood on the scene of victory, master 
of world fortunes, but without a true and 
coherent design. . . . Thus this climax of 
apparently measureless success was to me 
a most unhappy time. I moved amid cheer- 
ing crowds, or sat at a table adorned with 
congratulations and blessings from every 
part of the Grand Alliance, with an aching 
heart and a mind oppressed by forebodings.” 


Great Britain, of course, destroyed 
any chance of any coherent design which 
may then have been in Sir Winston’s 
mind, by throwing out the Tory govern- 
ment and installing the Socialists. 


President Truman, as Sir Winston said, 
studied, read and learned. He developed 
a great grasp of world affairs. And he 
was successful with his coherent design. 


Yet both Britain and the United 
States seemed not to comprehend the 
continuing force of the Russian revolu- 
tion and the emergence of the depressed 
populations of the world as a political 
force. Britain did not see it in the Mid- 
dle East. We equally failed there and in 
Latin America. 


And we, as the great power of the 
West, still lack that “indispensable po- 
litical direction.” 


If agreement is possible through the 
U.N to bring the powers and the Moslem 
nations together in a plan of stability and 
coherent design, this country will have to 
spend more and more money on it. The 
U.N. police forces, which such a program 
would require, would be costly. Settle- 
ment of the Palestinian refugee problem 
will be expensive. 


The people of the United States must 
examine themselves and be ready to pay 
the price—-of a costly peace or a de- 
structive, ghastly war. There are, un- 
happily, no other alternatives save, of 
course, our own defeat. 

The outbreak of bloodshed and bitter 
accusations in the Middle East yesterday 
served to hasten further the day of de- 
cision.

Draws Deserved Fire 


The Baldwin County Grand Jury in 
its recent presentments leveled deserved 
criticism at Georgia’s voter registration 
law. 

A blundering piece of legislation 
passed during the last session of the Gen- 
eral Assembly, the measure has been 
under steady fire ever since its adoption. 

It calls for a cumbersome and un- 
wieldy registration setup, snarled with 
red tape, which has the effect of detcr- 
ring citizens of both races from going 
through an unrealistic procedure in order 
to qualify. It also has placed an unneces- 
sary financial burden upon the counties. 

The Baldwin grand jury recommends 
that the law be revised during the next 
session of the General Assembly. 

The Constitution concurs, Better yet, 
let’s junk the monstrosity produced at the 
last session and draft a new measure ce- 
signed to encourage capable citizens to 
vote instead of being based on the pre- 
mise that the more difficult it is to reg- 
ister, the better.

H-Bomb Shelter Plan 
Fails To Make Sense 


Two reports likely will startle and 
dismay us. 

One is from a U.N. committee that 
has worked two years studying the effect 
of nuclear fall-out from bomb tests. They 
find it “harmful and dangerous” to man- 
kind. 

The committee majority obviously 
wanted to urge an end to tests but did 
not because it was not within the com- 
mittee jurisdiction. 

All this, like so many things today, 
works with the Russians. They have cre- 
ated a strong world psychology in favor 
of ending the tests and have made the 
United States appear as a warmonger- 
ing nation insistent on continuing them. 
Actually, of course, the Soviets carry on 
tests as frequently as do we. 

The danger is real. We cannot argue 
it away. 

The second report was from one of 
our congressional subcommittees. It was 
somewhat hysterical. It said that if nu- 
clear bombs fell in 150 American cities 
nearly all of us in this country would 
be killed. It suggests a 20-billion-dollar 
H-bomb shelter program. 

This, in all its grisly fear, is a true 
report. But we cannot agree with its 
suggestion of bomb shelters. In the first 
place, not enough can be built. To be ef- 
fective they would need to be deep under 
earth. The truth is, as Einstein said, 
there is no secret and there is no defense. 

The shelter program is being blocked 
because it makes so little sense. The 
warning will be a matter of minutes or 
seconds. Few people could reach big city 
shelters if they were built.

Congress Loosens Grip 


Of Government Secrecy 


In 1789 Congress passed a bill author- 
izing department heads to make regula- 
tions for the custody and preservation of 
official records. The clear intent of this 
legislation was to enable officials in the 
Executive Department to safeguard their 
records from theft, fire and needless de- 
struction. 

Since then this “housekeeping” statute 
has been abused and used by unscrupu- 
lous politicians to conceal records when- 
ever it is politically advantageous for 
them to do so. 

An enlightened Congress has recog- 
nized this. Awaiting the President’s signa- 
ture is a bill that would amend the 
“housekeeping” statute to make it just 
that and nothing more. This amendment 
will make it unlawful to withhold infor- 
mation from the public or to limit the 
availability of records. 

This is indeed a victory for freedom 
of information; it is a victory for every 
taxpaying citizen who hopes to remain a 
free man in a free country.

perdition. . . :”’ (John 17). With one exception, all 12 disciples stayed 
true to Christ. But what a tragic, pathetic, heart-rending figure is 


that exception—Judas! 

As the body of Mussolini was 
dragged through the mud of 
Rome, the name Judas has been 
dragged through the mud of his- 
tory. His name is now thrown in 
disgust at any traitor. 

But Judas wasn’t the black- 
bearded villain he’s pictured to 
be. In many ways he was good 
and noble. He had a nimble 
mind which penetrated the crust 
of men’s deeds and revealed their 
motives. He was a good book- 
keeper and was elected treasurer 
of the disciples. He must have 
had promising qualities for he 
was chosen to be one of the 12 to 
live, eat and work with Christ. 

In fact, the only thing wrong 
with Judas was his philosophy of 
life. That outlook was revealed 
in the question he asked the chief 
priests, ‘‘What will ye give me, 
an I will deliver Him unto you?” 
And all the mean, contemptible 
things Judas did fell together in 
a pattern that spelled out the 
question, ‘“‘What will you give 
me?”’ 

The ugly scene at the home of 
Mary and Martha in which Judas 
exploded when Mary rubbed 
Jesus’ feet with costly ointment; 
the scene in which he made a 
deal with the priests to betray 
Christ; the actual kiss of death 
by which he sold Jesus and col-

lected the silver—they all fit the 
philosophy: ‘‘What’s in it for me?” 

This philosophy crops up in 
many places. It makes a person 
more concerned with how much 
he’s paid than with how much 
he’s worth. 

This outlook is common in the 
home. It makes a wife go out on 
spending sprees without thought 
of her husband’s limited income. 
It makes a husband demand com- 
plete obedience and servitude 
from his wife without thought of 
her wishes. 

When a person with this philoso- 
phy is given favors, he takes them 
as a matter of course and seldom 
shows gratitude. 

What are the results of this 
“Give me” philosophy of life? 
One is. a constant siege of 
troubles. You worry about wheth- 
er people treat you right. And be- 
ing concerned with whether they 
treat you right, you find over and 
over they don’t. A person who 
lives for himself has small 
troubles that seem large. One 
who lives for others has large 
troubles that seem small. 

Jesus said, “It’s more blessed 
to give than to receive.” Judas 
turned it around to say, “It’s 
more blessed to receive than to 
give.”” Which has history shown 
to be right? Judas? Or Jesus?

Trying Hard To Overtake 
U.S. Production, Say Soviets 


By MARION GAINES 
Constitution Staff Writer 
ATHENS—Advances in Russian farm research may 
make it possible for the Soviet Union to “launch a 
Sputnik in the field of agriculture,” a high Soviet agri- 
cultural official said here Monday. 


“The Sputnik, of course, is a 
rather phenomenal development 
in the world of physics,”’ declared 
E. M. Chekmenev, vice minister 
of agriculture for the Soviet 
Union. 

“Our scientists are making 
great progress in farm research 
and it would give us much joy to 
produce an agricultural Sputnik,” 
Chekmenev said. ‘“‘In what area 
of agriculture such a develop- 
ment might occur, I naturaily 
cannot foresee.” 


Chekmenev is chairman of a 
seven-man team of Soviet farm 
experts who arrived in Athens 
Monday morning for a two-day 
visit. The Russian delegation, ac- 
companied by U.S. State Depart- 
ment officials, is touring various 
farm research facilities in this 
country as part of a continuing 
exchange of such delegations be- 
tween the United States and Rus- 
sia. 


Chekmenev and M. S. Spivak, 
minister of agriculture for the 
Ukraine, were interviewed at the 
University of Georgia’s Center for 
Continuing Education with the as- 
sistance of the State Department’s 
Francis Stevens; who served as 
interpreter.

Unresponsive to questions of a 
general political nature, Spivak 
said, however, that ‘“‘contacts es- 
tablished between the United 
States and the Soviet Union, 
through such exchanges as this, 
are always useful and can be very 
beneficial to all.’”’

Tables and shelves sparkled 
with jars of red, purple and. 
orange-pink jellies, golden honey, | 
red-ripe tomatoes, ripe-green bell 
peppers, apples, carrots, corn— 
enough fruits and vegetables of | 
every type to feed an army. 

Fancy quilts, crocheted bed-. 
spreads—in intricate laced pat-, 
terns—scarfs, multi-colored hook | 
rugs, bonnets and aprons, were 
proudly displayed by communi- | 
ties and home demonstration 
clubs.

Quarantine 
Of Peiping 


WASHINGTON (#—The United 
States pictured its 10-year refusal 
to recognize Red China Monday as 
a quarantine helping to keep Com- 
munist infection from spreading. 

A 5,000-word memorandum on 
the subject, signed by Secretary of 
State Dulles, was sent to all 84 
U.S. missions around the world. 

A State department spokesman, 
Joseph W. Reap, said it amounted 
to a restatement of the U.S. pol- 
icy towards China laid down by 
Dulles in a speech at San Francis- 
co a year ago. 

The memo was first published 
Saturday after it was leaked—in- 
advertently, the State department 
said—to reporters. 


The statement said that ‘f the 
United States recognized Red Chi- 
na now, these things would hap- 
pen: 

1. Nationalist China would be 
seriously crippled, if not altogeth- 
er destroyed. That would blast the 
hopes of Chinese determined to 
free their country from commun- 
ism. It would also undermine the 
Nationalist China military power 
poised off the China mainland as 
a deterrent to Communist: expan- 
sion. 

DESPERATE MEASURES 


2. Nearby nations, especially 
South Korea and Viet Nam, night 
feel abandoned by the United 
States and take ‘‘desperate meas- 
ures, not caring whether these 
threatened the peace.”’ 

3. Other nations, fearing U.S. 
withdrawal from the Far East, 
probably would make a quick deal 
with Peiping on the best ternmis 
obtainable. 

4. The millions of Chinese living 
abroad would inevitably switch 
their loyalty to Peiping, posing a 
serious subversive fifth column in 
the countries where they live. 

5. The United Nations’ power to 
preserve peace would be gnpaired 
if not destroyed. This is ause 
Red China is ‘‘still unpurged of its 


| aggression” and defiance of the 


U.N. in Korea. Further, Red China 
would sit on the U.N. Security 
Council with veto power, seriously 
impairing that body's ability to 
maintain peace.

Lebanon Gets 


Wheat from U.S. 


(Copyright 1958, The New York Time, Ce.) 

BEIRUT—Lebanon formally re- 
ceived a gift of 3,500 tons of wheat 
from the United States Monday. 
This is the first installment of 65,- 
000 tons that are being given to 
this country to help it over the 
difficultuies caused by a poor 
crop, the current rebellion and 12 
week’s disruption of normal com- 
mercial activity. 

The wheat donated by the Unit- 
ed States from surplus stocks will 
be sold by the Lebanese govern- 
ment through commercial chan- 
nels. This will increase local sup- 
plies and so keep down prices. 
The proceeds are to be used for 
public works projects that will 
benefit the country in general and 
give employment to Lebanese 
workmen. The shipments are ex- 
pected to average about 10,000 
tons a month until a total of 65,- 
000 tons is here.

FEATHERS KEEP HUNTER FROM COLD

The older a fellow grows, the fewer advantages he can find in 


being away from home base. But there are some compensations 
—and one of them is in meeting kindred souls with whom you 
have interests in common. 

When I stepped off the plane in Seattle, on 
my way north to the Yukon, an outdoorsman by 
the name of Bill Niemi was waiting for me in 
the airport. Bill and I had dinner and a most 
pleasant evening together. He had just come 
home from a rugged polar bear hunt on the 
north coast of Alaska, where the party lost one 
plane and pilot, and came near losing his hunt- 
ing partner. 

Before I headed out the next day, I dropped ° 
by Bill's plant, where he and his business associ- 
ate, Eddie Bauer, manufacture such items as 
garments, sleeping bags and headgear to keep 
a guy comfortable when the weather blows raw. 

Bill and Eddie are a couple of fascinating fellows. They've 
been just about everywhere on this side of the continent to hunt 
and fish in the most fabulous spots. They were chock-full of in- 
formation about such creatures as grizzly bears, sheep, salmon— 
and I pumped them with a lot of questions to get some very 
excellent information about the country, the game species and the 
people—if any—where I planned to hunt. 

I was also curious about their cold and weatherproof fabrics, 
especially those filled with down. One of the things I’ve always 
wondered is how they get the millions of tiny wisps of feathers on 
the inside of a coat or sleeping bag without packing them all in 
one spot, getting them unevenly distributed, overstuffed or under- 
stuffed.

filled garment or bag I’ll ever use from now on. 


They use only the pure down—those tiny, soft feathers which 
lay like an undervest next to the body of a duck or goose. In 
the course of a year, they buy more than 24,000 pounds of the 
stuff, or a little less than one-half of the free world’s supply. 

Those statistics didn’t make much of an impression on me 
until I looked’ at a five-gallon can filled with the soft feathers 
and was: told that it contained a little over three ounces. Each 
one of these container-fulls is weighed to a fraction of an ounce 
before its contents are blown through a long, hollow tube into 
the empty fabric compartments. 

This gives the down even distribution along a special porous 
cloth designed to hold it in place. The top and bottom compart- 
ments are overlapped to make a continuous layer of feathers and 
keep out the cold spots. 

One of the interesting facts is that the best down is plucked 
from the birds after the weather turns cold. After the first frost, 
nature improves the quality and density of this protective bird 
underwear. 

Another surprising thing Bill told me was that eider down— 
from the breast of the eider duck—once considered the source of 
the finest supply—has proven not as efficient as the under-feathers 
from geese and from other ducks, since it is covered with almost 
a hairs, which give it a tendency to mat and become 

umpy. 

Bill and Eddie ship their wares all over the world. The most 
unusual garment they make is for the very far north. This is a 
coat of heavy waterproof fabric, thickly padded with fine down 
and trimmed witk a wolverine collar. 

The wolverine is the only fur on which human breath will not 
ice up in extreme temperatures, as 50 or 60 below zero. Imagine! 
The coat was originally made for our servicemen who man the

The City of Atlanta home rule 
bill had the backing of some 
Legislature candidates Monday 
and the disapproval of others. 

At the same time, Atlanta Ald. 
John A. White, chairman of the 
aldermanic home rule committee, 
threatened to ‘“‘take the stump” 
if legislative candidates do not 
endorse the proposal. 

Veteran Rep. M. M. (Muggsy> 
Smith, although under heavy fire 
Sunday from the aldermanic com- 
mittee about home rule, declined 
Monday to wholeheartedly en- 
dorse the bill. He said he feels 
“that the bill proposed by the 
city is unrealistic.” 

SHOULD HAVE 


“I think Atlanta should have 
home rule and I intend to try to 
work out some reasonable bill 
that they will agree to,’”’ Smith 
said. “I could take the popular 
political view and just say I am 
for home rule and will back the 
bill they want. But I am trying 
to be honest and realistic.” 

Smith’s opponents, Franklin 
Rodgers and F. W. (Buddy) Grif- 
fin Jr., have come out in support 
of the home rule bill proposed 
by the city. 

Other candidates questioning 
the city bill are former Sen. G. 
Everett Millican and ex-Rep. 
Hamilton Lokey. “It takes more 
study,” Millican said. “The ef- 
fects are far-reaching.”” Lokey 
said, “It looks like the bill is 
too broad.” 

Incumbent Rep. Wilson Brooks, 
Lokey’s opponent, said he would 
seek approval of the bill pro- 
posed by the city. And Sen. 
Charlie Brown said he has 
pledged to city officials that he 
will continue work for home rule. 
LEVY TAXES 

The city-proposed bill would 
give Atlanta the power to levy 
taxes other than property tax to 
which it is now limited. The bill 
has been endorsed by the Fulton 
Grand Jury and the Georgia Mu- 
nicipal Assn. 

Meanwhile, the Atlanta Voters 
Guild has issued a pamphlet dis- 
cussing the pros and cons of 
home rule. Entitled ‘The Inquir- 
ing Voters Asks About Home 
Rule,” the pamphlet lists ad- 
vantages and disadvantages of 
home rule, its history, means of 
obtaining it and its effects on 
city governments. 

With a genuine home rule char- 
ter, the pamphlet says, ‘Each 
city is left practically free to 
undertake those new municipal 
, enterprises which are everywhere 
regarded as ‘‘necessary for a 
city’s welfare, without constantly 
begging the Legislature for grants 
of authority.”’

Why are fad diets ineffective? 
To begin with, most faddy fare 
is restricted to a few foods with 
the meals monotonously the 
same for the entire period. You 
ean lose weight, of course, since 
any diet restricted in calories 
will enable you to reduce. But 
at the end of the diet period, 
you invariably turn right around 
and regain the lost poundage— 
generally with a few extra 
pounds. ; 

Any diet restricted to a few 
foods is so different from your 
regular ways of eating that it 
does nothing to change your 
eating habits. not does it change 
the way you THINK about food. 


If you could look over my 
shoulder at the letters which 
come in to this dietitian, it 
would be a startling eye-opener. 
If the letter starts out: ‘‘I have 
tried every faddy diet that has 
come along... ,"’ I know the 
rest of the story. The writer of 
that letter is still burdened with 
excess weight and feels dis- 
couraged about ever being able 
to reduce. 


Here is a typical example: 
“Do you have a protective diet 
of less than 1,000 calories a day 
and one that contains NO cot- 
tage cheese. No more cottage 

! I have to lose 75 pounds. 
have dieted and gained it 
back over the years and gotten 


nowhere. Now, for health rea- 


sons, it is imperative that I re- 
duce and keep the weight off.”’ 

I've come to the conclusion 
that faddy diets are actually to 
BLAME for much of the over- 
weight in our country! On such 
@ diet you eat the same foods 
over and over until you can't 
gtand the very sight of them. 
In this instance, cottage 
cheese. This is unfortunate, be- 
cause cottage cheese is an in- 
expensive source of high value 
protein and a good food in the 
reducer’s diet. The fact is that 
faddy diets are too temporsry 
to be effective and too monoto- 
nous to last.

Teach Child Bicycle Safety Rules

Never have you seen so many 
nervous children. Hollow eyed 
and tense with premonition, they 
filed solemnly by, one by one, 
pushing a bicycle. 

A pilot soloing for the first 
time or a fledgling motorist 
hoping to pass his first driver's 
license test could not have 


been more careful—or more 
worried. 

The children, and there were 
hundreds of them, faced their 
first bicycling license test. 
Their village (pop. 9,500) had 
awakened to the fact that its 
quiet, shady streets, long a 


haven for children on bicycles, 
no longer were quiet. 


One state highway traversed 
the town, another skirted it, 
and half the other streets had 
become speedways for tran- 
sient motorists. Many streets 
had no sidewalks, thus forcing 
children to ride in traffic. 


NO IDEA 

The average child riding a 
bicycle in the street hasn't the 
faintest idea of the rules of the 
road. If he hears a car behind 
him, he tries to get over to the 
side (if he isn’t there already) 
and prays the motorist will 
slow down or swing far to the 
left. 

The motorist, for his part, al- 
ways gets a sinking feeling 
when he sees a child on a bike. 
He never knows what the child 
might do. Some children ride 
facing traffic; some ride with 
it.

Many adults do not think of 
whisky and wine as poisons and 
leave bottles around the house 
where they are accessible to the 
small fry. This is a mistake be- 
cause too much of anything may 
be lethal, especially when con- 
sumed by children. 

Dr. Harold Jacobziner and Har- 
ry Raybin of the New York City 


department of health cite three 
examples of mishaps of this na- 
ture in their medical journal. The 
mother of several children awak- 
ened at 10 a.m. and found an 
empty whisky bottle on the floor. 
She smelled the breaths of all the 
children and detected an alco- 
holic odor on the 3-year-old. 


The boy could not be aroused. 
The physician was called, and he 
took the boy to the hospital. De- 
spite heroic measures to save the

lad’s life, he died within 24 hours. 
The other two children mentioned 
in the article were 3-year-olds 
who were saved. One had been 
given whisky and orange juice 
by a baby-sitter. The other fin- 
ished a bottle of wine that had 
been opened previously; he was 
critically ill for several days but 
survived. 

Poisoning is a daily occurence 
throughout the country. There are 
examples galore of toddlers who 
have gorged themselves on as- 
pirin, benzene, turtpentine, spot 
removers, furniture polish; cos- 
metics, insect repellents, or moth 
balls. 

Reports on poisonings from 
tranquillizers are beginning to ap- 
pear in the medical journals. In 
one instance, when mother left 
the kitchen for a short time, jun- 
ior climbed on a chair, took her 
bottle of meprobamate tablets, 
and swallowed nine of them. He 
recovered after a number of days 
in the hospital. Another youngster 
watched grandma take her chlor- 
promazine tablets, crawled out of 
bed, and helped himself to six of 
them. 

Occasionally these mishaps oc- 


‘cur in other ways. One mother 


was attempting to use eardrops 
on her infant, who started cry- 
ing. Then he kicked her hand 
and the drops landed in the baby’s 
mouth instead of in his ear. A 
two week hospital stay was re 
quired for recovery.

South’s king became es- 
tablished, but he was in the end 
obliged to give up a diamond 
trick to East, who held on to his 
four to the jack. 


This splendid defense on the 
part of East may appear to be 
nothing more than love’s labor 
lost, for a doubled slam against 
two aces could hardly yield the 
defenders any match points. But 
in fact his effort was rewarded 
in a modest fashion, for his score 
of minus 1,230 netted three match 
points. At three other tables, a 
contract of six no trump was dou- 
bled and redoubled and against 
the same opening lead East held 
on to his aces and declarer ran 
all 13 tricks for a score of 1,810. 


China Signs Pact

the Soviet news agency Tass said 
Monday. 


The agency reported the agree- 
ment was signed here Friday and 
calls for the Soviet Union to ex- 
tend technical aid and help with 
the building and expansion of 
metallurgical, chemical, machine 
building and electric power enter- 
prises. 

The Soviet Union will be repaid 
through deliveries of goods as 
provided under present Russia- 
Red China trade pacts, Tass said.
